Know this, 
where Eagles build, Faulcons may pzey ; where Lions haunt, 
Fores may ſteale. Kings are knowne to command, ſeruants 
are blameleſſe to conſent ; feare not thou then to lift at Egiſtus, 
Pandoſto ſhall beare the burthen. Pea, but Franion, conſcience 
is a woꝛme that ener biteth, but neuer ceaſeth. Chat which is 
rubbed with the ſtone Galactitics, will neuer be hot. Fleſh dip⸗ 
pcd in the Sea Kgeum, will neuer be ſwete. The Herbe 
Trigion, being once bit with an Apſis, neuer groweth : and con- 
fcience orte ſtained with innocent blood, is alwaies tyed to a 
guilty remorſe. Pzeferre thy content befozeriches,and a cleare 
minde befoze dignity : ſo being pwze,thou ſhalt haue rich peace, 
oz elſe rich, thou ſhalt enioꝝ diſquiet. 


F Ranion h auing muttered out theſe, 02 ſuch like wozds,ſaing 
either he muſt die with a cleate minde, 02 line with a ſpotted 
conſcience : he was ſo cumb;ed with diuers cogitations, that 
hee could take no reſt, vntill at laſt he determined fo bzeake the 
matter to Fgiſtus: but fearing that th? King ſhould either ſuſ- 
peat, oz heare of ſuch matters her concealed the denice till op, 
po:kunity would permit him to reneale it. Lingring thus in 
doubtlull feare, in an Cuening he went to Egiſtus lodging, and 
deſirous to ſpeake with him of certaine affatres that touched the 
King, after all were commanded ont of the Chamber, Frani- 
on made manifeft the whole conſpiracy which Pandoſto had de 
uiſed againſt him, deſiring Egiſtus not to account him a trapto: 
fo; bewzaving his Paſters counſell, but to thinke that her did 
it fo2 conſcience: hoping that although his Paſter inflamed 
with rage, oz incenſed by ſome ſiniſter repozts, oz lande tous 

ſpercher, 
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ſpeeches, had imagined ſuch cauleleſſe miſchiefe, yet when time 
thould paciſle his anger, and try thoſe tale-bearers but flatter 
ing Paraſites, then he would count him as a faithfull ſeruant, 
that with ſuch care had kept his Paſters credit. Egiſtus had 
not fully heard Franio: tell fozth his tale, but a quaking feare 
poſſeſſed all his limmes, thinking that there was ſome treaſon 
wzought, and that Franion did but ſhadow his craft with theſe 
faiſe colours: wherefo:e he began to ware in choller, and ſaid, 
that he doubted not Pandoſto, ſith her was his friend, and there | 
had neuer as yet bene any bzeachof amity : he had not ſought 
to inuade his Lands, to conſpire with his enemies, to diſwade 0 
his Subiecs from their allegians: but in wozd and thought 
he reſted his at all times: he knew not therefoze any cauſe, that | 
ſhould moue Pandoſto to ſæke his death, but ſuſpected it to be a | 
comparted knauery of the Bohemians, to bzing the King and '2 
him at oddes. Franion ſtaying him in the midſt of his talke, | 
told him, That to dally with Pzinces was, with the Swannes | 
to ſing againſt their death, and that if the Bohemians had in⸗ 
tended any ſuch miſchiefe, it might haue bene better bꝛought 
to paſſe, than by reuealing the conſpiracy : therefoze his Bas 
ieſty did ill, to miſconſtrue of his good meaning, ſith his in- 
tent was to hinder treaſon, not to become a Trayto:: and fo 
confirme his pzomiſes, If it pleaſed his Mieſty to flye info 
Sycilia, ſoz the ſalegard of his life, he would goe with him: 
add if then her found not ſuch a pzactice to be pzetended, let his 
imagined treachery be repayed with moſt monſtrous foz- 
ments. Egi(t1s hearing the ſolemne pꝛoteſtations of Franion, 
beganne to conſider, that in Toue and Kingdomes neither 
Faith noz Law is to be reſpected : doubting that Pandoſto 
thought by his death to deſtroy his men, and with ſperdie 
Warte to inuade Sycilia. Theſe and ſuch doubts thꝛoughly 
weighed, her gaue great thankes to Franion, pꝛomiſing, if 
he might with life returne to Syracuſa, that he would create 1 
him a Duke in Sycilia: cramig his counſell how he might . 
eſcape ont of the C ountrey. Franion, who hauing ſome ſmall | 
ſkillin Aauigation, was well acquainted with the Pozts and 
Pauens, and knew enery danger of the Sea, topning in coun- 
ſell with the after of Egiſtus Hanes rigged all their Chips, 
2 and 
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and ſetting them afloat, let them lie at anchoz,to be in the moze 
readineCe,when time and wind ſhould lerue. Foztune,although 
blinde, ret by chance fauouring this iuſt cauſe, ſent them within 
ix daies a god gale of winde: which Franion ſ&1ng fit fo; their 
purpoſe, ta put Pandoſto out of ſu pition, the night befoze they 
ſhould ſaple, he went to him, and pzomiſed, that the next day he 
would put the deuice in pzactice; fo2 he had got ſuch a fozcible 
popſon, as the very ſmell thereof would procure ſudden death. 
Pandoſto was toyfull to heare this god newes, and thought eue⸗ 
rp houre a day, till he might be glutted with blody revenge: but 
bis ſuit had but ill ſucceſſe: fo2 Egiſtus fearing that delay might 
bz#d danger, and willing that the graſſe ſhould not be cut from 
vnder his fete, taking bag and baggage, by the helpe of Franjon 
conueyed himſelfe and his men out at the Poſterne gate of the 
City, ſo ſecretly, and ſpæ dily, that without any ſuſpition they 
got to the Sea ſhoze : where, with many a bitter curſe taking 
their leaue of Bohemia, they went aboard, weighing their Ans 
cho2s,aud hoyſting ſalle, they paſſed as faft as winde and Sea 
would permit toward Cycilia : Egiſtus being a ioyſull man that 
he had ſafely paſled ſuch trecherous perills. But as they were 
quietly floating on the ſea, Pandoſto and his Citizens were in 
an vpzoze : foz ſ&ing that the Cycilians without taking their 
leaue were fled away by night, the Bohemians fearedſome trea- 
ſon, and the King thought that without queſtion his ſuſpition 
was frue,ſeing the Cup bearer had bewꝛa ped the ſumme of his 
ſecret pzetence. UWhereupon he began to imagine that Franion 
and his wiſe Bellaria had conſpired with Egiſtus, and that the fer- 
uent affection the bare him, was the only meane of his ſecret de⸗ 
parture, inſomuch, that incenſed with rage, he commanded that 
his wife ſhould be carried ſtraight to pꝛiſon vntill they heard 
further of his pleafure. The Guards vnwilling to lay their 
hands on ſuch a vertueus P2inceſſe, and yet feirtng the Kings 
fury, went very ſozrowfully to fulfill their charge: comming 
to the Nucenes Lodging, they ſcund her playing with her 
young Sonne Garinter, bnfo whom with teares doing their 
meCage, Bellaria, aſtoniſbed at ſuch a hard cenſure, and finding 


her cleare conſcience a ſure aduocate to plead in ber cauſe, 
went to the Pzifon moſt willingly ; where with üghes and 
feares 
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teares ſhe paſt away the time, till ſhe might come to her tr pall. 

But Pandofto, whoſe reaſon was ſuppzeTed with rage, and 
whoſe vnbzidled Folly wks incenſed with ſury, ſ@ing Franion 
had bewꝛaped his ſecrets, and that Egiſtus might well be railed 
on, but not reuenged, determined to wzeake all his w2ath on 
pe Bellaria. Yee therefoze cauſed a generall pzoclamation to 
be made thzough all his Realme, that the Quane and Egiſtug 
had by the helpe of Franion, not onely committed moſt iuteſtu⸗ 
ous adultery, but alſo had conſpired the Kings death: whereup- 
on the traptoz F:anion was fled away with Egiſtus, and Bel aria 
was molt juſtly impꝛiſoned. This Pzoclamation being once 
blazed thꝛough the countrey, although the vertuous diſpoſition 
of the QAutene did halte diſcredit the contents, yet ſo ſudden and 
ſpeedy meſlage of Egiſtus, and the ſecret departure of Franion in- 
duced them (the circumſtances thzoughly conſidered) to thinke 
that both the Þzoclamation was true, and the King greatly en- 
uied: pet they pittied her caſe. as ſozrowſull that ſo god a Las 
dy ſhould be croſſed with ſuch aduerſe Foztune. But the King, 
whoſe reſtleſſe rage would admit no pitty, though that al 
though hee might ſufficiently requite his wiues falſhood with 
the bitter plague of pinching penury, pet his minde ſhould neue t 
be glutted with renenge, till her might haue a fit and oppo;- 
tunity to repay the trechery of Egiſtus with a fatall imwry, 
But a curſt Cow hath oftentimes Go2t hoznes, and a willing 
minde but a weake arme. $02 Pandoſto, althcugh he felt that 
reuenge was a ſpurte to warre, and that enuy alwaies pꝛotfe- 
reth ſte le, vet heſaw, that Egiſtus was not onely of great puiſ- 4 
ſance and pꝛoweſſe to withſt and him, but had alſo many Kings 1% 
of his alliance to aid him, if nerd ſhould ſerue: foz hee married | 
the Emperons daughter of Ruſſia. Theſe and the like conſide- 
rations ſomething daunted Pandoſto his courage, ſo that he was | 


content rather to put vp a manifeſt iniurp with peace, then | 
bunt after revenge, diſhoncur and lofſe : determining, ſince l 
Egiſtus had eſcaped ſcot · tee, that Bellaria hould pay ſoꝛ all at an q | 
vnreaſonable pꝛice. '2 


Remaining thus reſolute in his determination, B. llaria 
continuing ſtill in pꝛiſon, and hearing the content; of the Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, knowing that her minde was neuer touched with 
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ſuch aﬀection, noꝛ that Egiſtus had euer offered her ſuch diſcour 
teſie, would gladly haue come to her anſwer,that both ſhe might 
haue knowne her iuſt accuſers, and clered her ſelfe of that 
guiltleſſe crime, 

But Pandoſto was ſo enflamed with rage, and inſeced with 
icalouſte, as he would not vouchſafe to heare her, noꝛ admit any 
iuſt excuſe : ſo that ſhee was faine to mae a vertue of her ned, 
and with patience to heare theſe heauy iniuries. As thus the 
lay croſſed with calamities(a great cauſe to increaſe her griefe) 
ſhc found her ſelfe quicke with childe: which as ſone as the felt 
ſti rre in her body, ſhe burft fozth into bitter teares, exclaiming 
againlt Foztune in theſe termes.

had confeſſed ; and as foz her, it was her par to deny ſuch a 
monftrons crime , and to be impudent in koz\wearing the fag, 
ſince ſh& had paſſed all ſhome in committing the fault : but her 
tountenance ſhould ſtand fo2 nocoyne : fo2 as the baſtard which 
hee bare was ſerved , ſo ſher ſhould with ſome cruel! death bee 
requited. Bellaria no whit diſmatd with tis rough reply, told 
ber Þusband Pandoſto that her ſpake upon choller and not 
conſcience : foz her vertuous life had ever bæne ſuch as no 
ſpot of ſuſpition could ever ſtaine it. Ind i: ſhoe hid bozne a 
friendly countenance to Eo 1i(ivus. it was in reſpect he was his 
friend and not fo2 any luſt ing offection : therefo;e if ſhae were 
condemned without any further p2oofe , it wes rioorr and not 
Law. Tbe Noblc-men which ſate in judgement . ſaid tht 
Bellaria ſpake reaſon, and intreated the Ling the t her accuſers 
might bee openly examined. and ſwo:ne : {7 then the evidence 
were ſuch as the Jury micht finde her guilty ſoꝛ fa ing ſhe was 
a unte cher ought to be tried by the res tien let her have 
ſuch puniſhment as the extremity of the Law will aſſiane to 
ſach malefactozs. The King p:eſently made anlwer that in 
thts caſe hee might. and would diſpence with the Law. And 
that the Jury being once pannelled, they ſhould take his woꝛd 
fo; ſufficient evidence other wile her would make the pꝛondeſt 
of them repent it. The Noblemen ſeing the bing inchoher 
were all whiſt, but Bellaria, whoſe life hung in the ballance, 
fearing moze perpetual! infamp, then momentanp death, told 
the King, if his fary might ſtand lo a Law, that it were vaine 
to have the zurp perld their verdict. and thereupon ſhe eil down 
upon her knars, and deſiredthe ing that fo2 the love he bare 
to his pong Sonne Garinter, whom ſheer bꝛought into the woꝛld 
that hee would grant her rcqueſt, the which was this that it 
would pleaſe his Qatcſtic to ſend ſire of his Noblemen whom 

he 
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he beſt truſted to the Ille of Delphos, there fo inquire of the 
Ozacle of Apollo, whether ſhe had committed adultery with 
Egiltus, oz conſpired to pepſon him with Franion: and if the 
god Apollo, who by his divine eſſence knowes all ſecrets, gave 
anſwer that ſhe was guilty, ſhee was content to ſuffer any to 
ment, were it never ſo terrible. The requeſt was lo reaſona- 
ble, that Pandoſto could not foꝛ ſhame deny it, unlaſſe he would 
ber counted of all his @ubiccts moze wilfull then wile. Mer 
therefoze agreed, that with as god ſperd as might ber, there 


ſhouldbe certaine AmbaCadozs dilpatcht to the Ide of Delpos : 


and tn the meane ſeaſon he commanded that his wife ſhould be 
kept in cloſe Pꝛiſon. Bellaria having obtained this grant was 
now moze carefull of her little Babe that floated o 1 the Seas, 
then ſoʒro wtull fo; her owne miſhap ; foz of that ſhee doubted ; 
but of herſelfe ſhe was aſſured : knowing that it Apollo ſhould 
giue ſentence actoꝛding to the thoughts of her heart, pet the 
ſcntcnce ſhould goe on her ſide , ſuch was the cler reneſſe of her 
mind in this caſe. But Pancdoſto (whole ſuſpicious head (ill 
remained in one ſong ) choſe out ſtre of his Nobility, whom he 
kncw were ſcarce indifferent men in the Quernes behalfe,and 
pꝛouding all things fit fo: their iournep ſent them to Delphos. 
They willing to futfill the Kings command, and deſtrous to 
ſx the ſituation and cuſtome of the land diſpatched their al 
latires with as much ſpd as might ber and embarked them 
ſelues to the voyage, which, the wind and weather ſeruing fit 
fo: their purpole ) was ſane ended. Foz within ther werkes 
they arriued at Delphos : where they were no foner let on 
Land, bat with great denotion they went to toe Temple of A. 
pollo and there offering ſacrifice vnto the god, and gifts ta t he 
Pꝛieſt, as the cuſtome was they humbly craued an anl wer of 
the ir demand. They had not long knerled at the Altar, but K- 
polio with a load vo, ce ſaid: Bohemians what yer find behind 
the Altar take and depart. They fozthwith obeyedthe D3a- 
cle found a ſcrowle of parchment , wherin were wzitten thele 
wozds in letters of Gold.

2 ſeone as they had taken out this ſcrowle, the Pieſt of 
the god commanded them, that they ſhould not pꝛeſume to 
reade it beſo2e they came to the pzeſence of Pandoſto, utes 
they would iuturre the diſpleaſure of Apollo. The Bohemian 
Lo2vs carefully obeying his command, taking their leanc of 
the Pzieff, with great reverence departed out of te Temple 
and went to their Ships: and as ſne as Wind would permit 
them, ſapled towards Bohemia, where in ſhoꝛt time they ſaſely 
arrined, and with great Triumph iſſuing out of their ſhips, 
went to the Kings Palace, whom they found in his Chamber, 
accompanied with other Noble men. Pandct » no ſonet ſaw 
them, but with a merry countenance h welcomed them home, 
asking, what newes 2 They told his Paicſty, that they had re 
cetued anſwer of the god, watten in a @crowle : but with this 
charge, that they ſhould not rcad the contents befoze they came 
in the pꝛeſence of the King : and with that they deliuered hum 
the Parchment. But his Noblemen intreated him, th it ſith 
therein were contemed either the ſafety of his TU ſes life and 
honeſty, v2 her death and perpctuall infamy ; that hee would 
haue his Nobles and Commons aſſembled in the Judgement 
Hall, where the Qucene, bꝛou ht in as a p21'oner, ſhould heate 
the contents: If he were found amity by the Oꝛacle of the god, 
then all ſhould haue cauſe to thinke his rigour pꝛocteded of due 
deſert: if her G2ace were found faultleſſe, then ſhe Cheuld be cle. 
red befoze all fith ſhe had bene accuſed openly. This pleaſed the 
Uing, ſo that hee appointed the day, and aſſembled ail the Loꝛds 
and Commons, and cauſed the Qucene to be b:ounht in befo:e 
the Judgement Seat, commanding that the Judgement ſhouts 
he te d: wherein ſhe was accuſed of Adultery with E2o1ltu s, and 
of conſpitaty wi h Franion. Bellaria hearing the contents, was 
no whit aſtoniſhed, but made this checrefull anſwer.

But as touching laſciueus luſt, J 
ſay, Egiſtus ts honeſt, and hope my ſelfe to be found without 
ſpot. #02 Franion, I can neither accuſe him, na ercuſe him: 


J was not pziny to his departure : And that this is true -

E lara had no ſooner ſaid, but the King commanded that 

one of the Dukes ſhould reade the contents of the @crowle. 
which after the Commons had heard, they gave a great ſhoute, 
retoypcing and clapping thetr hands that the Que ne was cteare 
of that fal e accuſation. But the Ling, whoſe conſcience was a 
witnelle againſt him of his witicfſe ſury, and falſe ſuſpected 
icalcuſie, was o aſhamed of his raſh folly, that hee intreated 
his Nobles to perſwade Bellaria to fozgtue and fo:get theſe in- 
turies, pꝛomiſing not onely to ſhew hinſelſe a lopail and louing 
Hus band, but alſo to reconcile hemſelfe to Egiſſu and Franon ; 
renealing then befoze them all the cau'e of their ſecret flight, 
and how trechercully het thought to have pzaniſcd his death, 11 
the good minde oi his Cup bearer had net pꝛeuented his pur- 
poſe. As thus bce was teliting the whele matter, there was 
word bꝛought him, that his young Sonne Garinter was ſudden 
Ip dead: which newes ſo ſone a; Bellaria heard, ſurcharged 
befoze with extreme toy, and new ſuppꝛeſſed with heaup (02- 
row, bet vit all ſpirits were topped, that Che fell downe pa 
ſently dead, and ncucr could be remued. Zhis (ſudden ſigbt 
ſo appalled the Kings ſenſes, that he ſunke from his Seate in a 
(wound, ſo as he was ſaine to be carried by his Nobles to his 


Palace, where he lay by the ſpace of thzee dates without (perch. 
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His Commons were as men in deſpatre ſo diuertly diſt reſed 
there was nothing but mourning and lamentation to be heard 
thꝛonghout all Bohemia: thetr young P3tnce dead, their ver 
tuous Queene bereaued of her life , and their King and Sone- 
rafane in great ha ard: this tragicall diſcourſe of Foztune (0 
daunted them as they went like ſhadowes, not men: pet ſome- 
what to comfozt their heaup hearts, they heard that P andoſto 
was come to himſelfe, and had reconered his ſperc: who as in 
arp, bzaped theſs bitter ſperhes. 


O Miſerable Pandoſto! what ſurer witnes then conſcience? 
M hat thoughts moze ſowze then fuſptition - what plague 
moe bad then Jealouſte - Unnaturall au ions offend the gods, 
moze then men: and cauſeleſſe cruelty neuer ſcapes without tre 
uenge. 3 haue committed ſucha bloudy fact , as repent J may, 
but recall 7 cannot. Ah xealouſie a hell to the mind, and a 
hozrour to the conſcience, ſappzeſſing reaſon , and melting 
rage: a woꝛſe paſſion then frenzp , a greater plagne then mad- 
neſſe. Are the gods tuſt then let them reuenge ſuch bꝛut ich 
crneltp + my innocent Babe J haue dꝛowned in the Seas: my 
louing wife 7 haue Naine with Nanderous ſulſpit ion: my trul- 
ty triend haue ſought fo betray : and pet the gods are lacke 
to plague ſuch offences. Ah vntuſt Apo. Pandotto is the man 
that hath committed the fault ; wby ſhould Car inter filly Child 
abide the paine ! Cd ell. ſith the gods meane to pꝛolonge mp dates 
to increaſc mp dolsur, will offer my guilty bloud a ſacrifice 
to thoſe guiltleſſe ſoules whoſe liues arc loſt bp tigorous folly. 
And with that hee reached at a Rapter to haue murthered him- 
ſelfe: but his Petes being pꝛeſent ſtayed him from ſuch a 
blondy act : pe\ſwading him to thinke , that the Common- 
wealth tonſtſted on his ſafety , and that thoſe ſh:rpe could not 
bit periſh that wanted a Sheptcard: wiching that if he would 
not line fo2 himſelfe , pct he ſhould haue a cart of his S ubicits. 
and to put ſuch fancies out ot his mind ſith in lo:ces paſt helpe, 
ſalues doc not heale , but hurt: and in things vaſt cure , care is 
a coꝛroſiue. MN iththeſe and ſuch like perl waſtons the U ing was 
onercome and began ſomewhat to quiet his mind lo that ſo 


fone as he could goe abꝛoad he cauled his wife to be imbal med, 
and 
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and wꝛapt in Lead, with her poung Somme Garincer:erecting a 
| rich and famous Sepulchze , wherein he intombed them both, 
| making ſuch ſolemne oblequies at her Funerall , as all Bohe- 
mia might perce iue he did greatly repent him of his foze-paſſed 
follp : cauſing this C pitaph to be ingrauen on her Tombe , in 
Refters of Gold.

The Shepherd. who beioze h d neuer ſene (0 
faire a Babe, noꝛ ſo rich Jewels, thought 4Turedly that it was 
ſome little god, and began with great deuotion to knucke on hig 
bꝛeaſt. The Babe, who w:1thed with the head to ſeeke fo? the 
Pap, began againe to cry afreſh : whereby the poe man knew 
that it was a Childe,which by ome ſiniſter meanes was d2tuen 
thither by diſtreſſe of weather matuelling howiuch a lily In⸗ 
fant, which by the Pantle and Chune could not but be boꝛue 
of Noble parentage, ſhould be ſo hald y crulſed with deadly 
miſhap. The pwze Shepherd perplexed thus with diucrs 
thoughts, the pity of the Childe, and determined with himſelfe 
to carry it to tte King, that there it might be bzought vp, accoz- 
ding to the woꝛthineſſe of the birth: lan his ability could not 
aio:dto foſter it, t. ough his minde was willing to further it.

\wer, that the ne rt @pzing, if it pleaſed E with dis ſonne 
to come into Denmarke,he t oubted not, but they ſhonld agree 
vpon reaſonable conditions. Egiſtus reſting ſatisfied with this 
fricmdly anſwer,thought connenient in the meane time to bzeak 
it vnto his ſorme. F tmding therefs2e on a day fit oppoztumity, 
he ſpake to him in theſe fatherly termes.

It hapned not long after this that there was a merting ol all 
the Farmo:s daughters in Sciia, whither Fawnia was allo 
bidden as the miſtreſs of the feaſt : who having attired her 
ſcife in her beft garments, went amongſt the reſt of her compa- 1 
nions to a merry meeting: there ſpending the day in ſach homt 1 
iy paſtime as Shepheards vie. As the Cucning gre won and 1 
the ir ſpot ceaſed each taking their leane of other: au ma de 
firing one ol her compantons to beate her company, went home 
by the flocke. to ſee if they were well fowided. And as they re - 
turned, it foztuned that Doraſtus ( who all that day had beene 
hawking,and killed ſtoze of game incountredby the way theſe 
two maides, fcaring that with Actcon he had ſeene Diana : fo; 
he thought ſuch exquiſite perfection could not be found in any 
moztall creature. As thus he fad in a maze, ont ol his Pages 
told him that the matd with the garland on her heed, was Fan 
ma, that faire ©hephcardeſſe, whoſe beauty was ſo much talked | 
of in the Court. Doraſtus deſtrous to ſce if nature had ado:ned . 
her mind withany in ward qualities as ſhe had decked her body 8 
with outward ſhape began to queſtion with her whofc dauch a 
terthe was, of what age, and how ſhee had beene trained vp - 'Y 
Who anſtreredhim with ſuch modeſt reverence and ſharpneſſe y 
of wit, that Doraltus thought her outward beauty was but a $)

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coamterſeit to varken her inward qualities: wond2 ing how ſo 
courtly behauiour could be found in ſo ſimple a Cottage any 
curſing Fozteme,fhat had ſhadvowed wit and beauty with luci 
hard F8ztune- As thus he held her along time with chat, beay- 
ty ing him at diſcouert , thought not to loſe the vantage, but 
ſtrucke him ſo derpely with an inuenomed ſhafte, as he whohiy 
loft his liberty, and became a flane to Loue , whichbefoze con 
temmned L oae,glad to gaze vpon a pwze ſhepheardeſſe, who befo:e 
refuſed the offer of a rich jazinceſſe. Foz the perfection of F- 
nia had ſo fired his fancte, as be felt his mind greatip changed, 
and bis affection altered curſing I sue, that had w2oaght ſuch 
a change am blaming the baſenefſe of his minde , that would 
make ſuch a choyvce. But thinking thele were but paſſſonate 
topes that might be thʒuſt aut at pleaſure : to auo d the en 
that inchanted him hee ſpurs his hoꝛ le, and bad his faire Sbep⸗ 
hear deſlc farewell. 

Favwnia/who all this while had marked the P2incely geſture 
of Doraſtns) ſeeing his face ſo well featured , and each limbe ſo 
perfectly framed, began greatly to pꝛaiſe bis perfection , com- 
mending him ſo long tell ſhe found her ſelle faultp:and perce(- 
ued that if ſhe waded but a little further, ſhe might dip ouer the 
ſhares She therefoze ſeeking foquench that fire which neuer 
was put out went home and fainting her ſelfe not well at eaſe, 
got her to bed: ere cating a thouſand thoughts in her head, 
the could take no reff : fo2 if ſhee had waked. che began to call 
to mind his beauty: and thin ing to beguile ſuch thoughts with 
ite pe. he then dꝛeamed of his pertemtion. Peſtered with theſe 
vnacquainted paſſions ſhc paTed thenight as ſha could in ſhozt 
flumbers. 

Doraſtus ( who all this while rode with a Rea in his care) 
could not by any meanes fozget the lweefe fanour of Fawnia , 
bat reſted ſo be witched with her wit and beauty, as hee could 
take no ref, He feltfancie to giue the aault and his wou 
ded mind ready to peeld as vanquilhed : pet het be gan with di · 
uers conſiderat ions to ſuppꝛeſle his ſranticke affection , calling 
to mind, that Fawnia was a Shepheardeſſe, one not wozthy to 
be loked at of a Pʒiuce: much lefſe to be loned of ſach a Poeten · 
tate: thing iag what a diſcredit it were to himfelfe, and what a

at luca Country d ut. And as thus he was raging againſt him- 
fel'c. Loue (fearing if the dailped long, to loſe her Champion ) 
ſrext moze nich , and gaue him ſuch afreſh wound as it pierit 
dim at the heart that he was ſaine to y d maugre bis face,and 
to (ozſake the company, end pet him to his chamber , where be 
ing ſolemnly ſct, de burſt into theſe paſſionate termes, 


H Doraſtus, art thou alone? No, not alone, while thou art 

fyzed with theſe vnacquainted paſſions, Veld to lancie 
thou canſt not by thy fathers commit il: but in a frenzie thou art, 
by {uſt deſtinies. Thy father were content, if thou couldeſk 
lone : and thou tterefoze diſcontent becauſe thou doſt loue. © 
diaine L one; feare of men, becauſe honoured of gods: not to be 
luppz«lled by wiſedome, becauſe not to be compꝛe hende d by rea» 
ſon : without law, and thercioze about law.

Mill Eaglescafch at 
fixes : Will Cedars ſtoope at Bzambles : Oz mighty Pin- 
tes loke at ſuch homely Truls : No no, thinke this Dor altus, 
dildaine is greater then thy veſtre. He is a Pꝛʒinte, reſpecting 
bis honour : Thou a beggars bꝛat fo;getting thy calling. Ccaſe 
then not one ly to lay, but to thinke to loue Doraitus ; and dilſer; · 
ble thy loue Fa nia. Fo? better it were to die with griele then 
to liue with ſhame. Pet in deſpight of Louc, J will ſigh to ſe if 
I can ſigh out Louc. Fawn, ſome what appealing ber gric tes 
with theſe pithy perl waſtons began after ber wonte d manner 
to walke about ter ſtep, and to ke pe them from ſtraying into 
the Cone, ſuppzeTing her aﬀecion with the due conſideration 
ol her bale eſtate, and with impoll ibilit ies of her toue , think - 
ing it were frenzy not laucy to court that which the very deſtt⸗ 
nics deny her to ahta ine. 

But Doraſtus was moꝛe impatient in his paſſions : foz lone 
ſo fiercely aſlailed him, that neither company , noꝛ Puſicke 
cauld mitigate his martyzdome : bat did rather furre the moʒe 
increaſe his maladp.

Thich croſſe luche 
dꝛaue him iuto a great choller thit he began both to accuſe 
Lore and Foztune : V ut as hee was 1cadp to retyꝛe he ſaw 
Fawn fitting all alone unter the fide of an full, making a Gare 
land of ſuch homely flowers is the fields did aſt yd. C bis icht 
ſo reutued his ſpirits that he he oni h with mo e iudgement 
to make a vic w ol het ſingular perteu ion: which he bound to be 
ſuch; as in that Tountrepattpze flee ſtained all the C ourtiv 
Dames of Sicahla. While thus be Kod gazing with pier: tag 
lokes on her ſurpaſting beauty, Fama caſt Her eve aſide 2 and 
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erpyed Doraſtus. Which ſudden ſight made the poode gir le to 
bluſh, and to dye her chatſtall cheekes with the vermillton red: 
which gaue her ſuch a grace , as ſhe ſeemed farre moꝛe beauti⸗ 
full ; and with that ſhe roſe vp , ſaluting the P2ince with ſuch 
modeſt courteſics , as he wondꝛed how a Country matd could 
affoozd ſuch comely behauiour, Doralius repaytng her courteſſe 
with a \miling countenance , began fo parle with her on thts 
manner. 


Fare matd ( quoth he) either your want is great oꝛ a Shep · 
I beards life is very ſwet that your delight is in ſuch country 
labours. 7 cannot concefus what pleaſures you ſhould fate, vn» 
leſle you meane totmitate the Nymphs be ing pour ſelte ſo litre 
a Nymph. To put me out of this doubt, ſhew me what is to be 
commented in a Sdepheards lile and what pleaſures pou hare 
to counteruaile theſe dꝛudging labours. Fawnia, with binſhing 
face, made him this anſwer,

quiet: We Shepheards are not bozne fo noꝛ behol- 
ding vnto beauty: the leſle care wee haue to fenre fame 03 fore 
tune.

Eni lokethnot 
Wow as Shepheards: Shepheards ga ze not ſo high as arabi- 
tion: we are rich, in that we are poꝛe withcontent : and pzoud, 
ono lp in this, that wo haue no cauſe to be pꝛoud.

no lefſe. 

Fawnmia hearing this folemne pꝛoteſtat ion of Doraſtus could 
no longer withſtand the aſſault; but ptelded up the lozt in thele 
friendly termes. 


H, Doraſtus, I ſhame to expꝛelle that thou foꝛceſt me with 

thy ſugred ſpeech to conleſſe: my baſe birth cauſcth the one, 
and thy high dignities the other. Beggers thoughts ought not 
foreach as farre as Kings and pet my deſtres reach as high as 
Pꝛinces. I dare not ſap , Doraſtus, J loue thee , becauſe J am 
a Shepheardeſſe : but the gods know , J baue hononred Dor: 
tus ( pardon if J ſap amiſſe yea, and loued Doraſſus, with ſuck 
datifull affection, as Fawma can perfozme, o Doraſtus deſtre : 
A peeld , not ouercoine with pꝛapers but with loue : rell ing 
Doraſtus hand-matd , ready to obey his will, if no pꝛetudice at 
all to his honor, noz my credit. 


Oraſtus hearing this fricndly concluſton of Fawmia , em- 
bꝛaced her in his armes ſwearing that neither diſtance, 
time, no2 aduerſe foztune , ſhould diminiſh his affection : but 
that in deſpight of the deſtinies hee would remaine faſthfull ts 
death. Hauing thus plioht their troth each to other , ſeeing they 
conld not haue the full fruitton of their loue in $1c11:2 , for thit 
Egiſtus conſent would neuer be granted to ſo meane a match - 
Doraſtus determ ned as ſoone as time and oppoꝛtunity would 

giue him leave , fo pꝛouide a great malle of mony, and ma 
np rich andcoſtly Jewels, fs2 the caſicr carriage ; and then 
to tranſpoꝛt themielues and their Treaſurc into Italy, where 
they ſhould lead a contented lite, vatill ſuch time as etther he 
could be reconciled to his father , oz elſe by ſuccefion come 
to the u ingdome. This device was greatly p2aiſed of fa. 
nia: fo2 ſhee ſeared, the I ing his father ſhould but heare of 
the contra, thut his fury would be ſuch, as no lee thin death 
ould ſtand fo2 payment. Sher therefo:c toldhim, that delay 
bed danger: that many miſhappes did fall eit betwene the 
Cup 
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cup end lip; and that to auoyd danger, it were beſt with as 
much ſpeede as might be, to paſſe out of $:cil1a , leaſt fo;time 
might pꝛeuent their paticnce with ſome new deſpight. Dora- 
{tus, whom loue p2icked foz ward with deſire, pꝛom ſed to dil 
vat h his affaires with as great haſte , as either time 02 6ppo3;- 
tuntty would giue him leave : and ſo reſting vpon this point 
ter many emb2acinos and wert k tes, they departed. Dora- 
tus, hauing taken his leaue, of his beſt beloued Fama went 
fo the Groue where he had his rich apparell, and there vncaling 
himſcife as ſecretly as might be, hiding vp his @hephearts at- 
ty ze, till occaſion ſhould ſerue againe to vſe it, hee went to the 
Palace, ſhe wing by his merry countcnance, that either the fate 
of his body was amended, 02 the canle ol his minde greatly ad⸗ 
dꝛeſſed. Fa,vnia , pooze ſoule, was no leſſe toyfall, that being a 
Shepheatdeſſe . foztune had lauoured her ſo , as to te ward her 
with the loue of a Þ2ince : hoping in time to be apuanced from 
the daughter of a pooze Farmour,tfobe wile to rich a k ing. S 
that ſhe thought euery houre aptere, till by the ir departure they 
might pꝛeuent danger: not ceaſing ſtili to goe every day to her 
ſhce pe: not ſo much foz the care ol the flocke, as foz the defiro 
ſhe had to ſve her Lone and 103d . Dorattus: who oftentimes, 
when oppo2tunity would ſerue , repatred thither to feed his 
fancy with the l wert content of Favnia's pzelence. And although 
hi ncuer went to viſite her, but in theſe @hepheards rag7es 
yet his oft repapze in de him not oncly ſuſpeued, but knowne' 
to diuers ol their neighbours 3 who foz the good will they bare 
toold Porrus , told him ſecre tiv of the matter, withing him 
to kœpe his daughter at home, leſt ſhce went ſo long to the 
feld that Che bꝛought him home a poung ſonne, Fo? they tea⸗ 
red tbat Fa nis being fo beautifull , the young zi ce worthy 
allure her ty folly. Porrus was fricken in a dumpe at theſe 
ne wes, lo that thanking his nc ighbours fo2 their good will, he 
hep him home to his wife : and calling her aſtoe, wzinging his 
hands and ſhedding fozth trart s hee bzake the mal ter to her in 
tqcſe termes.

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; In the mene time, Doraſtus was not flache in his aFatres, 
but applied his matters with ſuch diligence that he pzontded all 
things fit foz thetr tournep. Treaſure and Je wels he had got- 
ten great ſtoꝛe, thinking there was no better friend then monp 
in a ſtrange Countrep. & ich attire he had pzoutdedfoz Favynia | 
and becauſe hee could not bʒ ing the matter fo paſſe without the 
helpe and aduice of ſome one, he made an old ſeruant ofhis cal 
led Capnio, who had ſerned him from his child-Lood , pztup to 
dis affaires : who , ſer ing no- perſwaſions could pzenafle to dt 
nert him from his ſefled determination. gave bis conſent , and 
dealt ſo ſecretly in the cauſe, that within ſhoꝛt ſpace he had got 
ten a ſhip ready fo; the tr paſſace. The Farriners ſwing a fit 
gale of winde fo; thetr purpoſe', wiſhed Capmo to make no de 
tapes leſt if they pꝛetermitted this good weather, they might 
ay long ere they had ſuch a latre wind. Cp fearing that his 
negligence ſhould hinder thetr tourney , in the nigtt time con 
neped the trurt ks full of treaſure into the hip , and by ſecret 
meanes let Fawnia vnderſtand that the nerf mozning they 
meant to depart. She vponthele newes ſept very li/fle that 
night, but got her vp very early , and went to her theepe , loo 
king every minute when the ſhould ſer Doraſtus : who tarrped 
not long oz fcare delay might bzecd danger but came os faſt

Mis wife a good 
cleanly wench , bzoupht him all things fit and ſpunged him bp 
— ron , gluing htm a chains and the te wels in a little 

: which Porrus foz the moze ſafety put in his boſome. Þa- 


ning thus his trinkets in a readineſſe , taking bis ftaffe in his 
dand he bade his wife kille hirn fo; good lut ke, and ſo bs went 
ö | towards 
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towards the Palace. But as he was going , Foztune ( who 
3 faiſe play ) pzeuented his purpoſe in 

He met by chance in his way Capnio, who trudging as tat 
as he could, with a little coffer vnder his arme tothe ſhip , and 
ſpping Porrus, whom hee knew to bee Fawnia's father going 
towards the Palace ; being a wylie fellow , began to doubt tha 
wozlk, and therefoze croft him the way and asked him whither 
he was going ſo early in the mozning. 

Porrus (who knew by his face that he was one of the Court) 
meaning imply , told him that the Kingsſonne Doraſtus dealf 
hardly with him: loꝛ he had but one daughter, who was alittle 
beautifull , and that his neighbours told him, the pong P3ince 
had allure d her to folly :he went therefoze now to complatne fo 
the king how greatly he was abuſed. 

Capme (who ſtraight way knew the whole matter began 
to ſooth him in his talke , and ſatd, that Dorattus dealt not like 
a ÞÞ3ince , to ſpople any pooze mans daughter in that ſozt : hee 
thcrefoze would doe the beft foz him de could. becauſe he knew 
he was an honeſt man. But /quoth Cpm) you looſe pour la. 
bour in going to the Palace: fo: the King meanes this dap to 
take the ayze ofthe ſea and to noe abooꝛd of a ſhip that lyes in 
the hauen; J am going befoze vou ſer to pꝛomde all things in 
a readineſſe : and if pon will follow mp coumſeil, turne backe 
with me to the hauen where J will let pon in ſuch a fit place, 
as you may ſpeake to the King af your pleaſure. Porrus gluing 
credit to Capnio's ſmooth tales gaue him a thouſand thanks foz 
his friendly aduice and went with him to the hauen, making 
all th: way his complaint on Doraſtus ; pet concealing ſecretiy 
his chaine and the de wels. As ſoone as they were come to the 
ſcaſide , the Barriners ſeeing Capnio, came to land with thetr 
cocke-boat ; who (ill diſſe mbling the matter,demanded of Por- 
us. it hee would goe ſor the ſhip : who vnwilling , andfearing 
the woꝛſt, becauſe hee was not well acquainted with Capnio, 
mic his ercuſe that he could not bꝛooke the ſea, and therefoze 
would not trouble him. 

Capnio, ſering that by faire meanes he could not get him 
boozd.coonyanded the Mart iners _ by violence they ſhould 

* 2 carry 
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carry him info the ſhip,who like ſturdyknanes boiffed the pe 
Shepheard on their necks, and bearing him to the boat lanched 
from the land. 

Porrus ſeeing himlelfe fo cunningly betrayed, durſt not cry 
out, lo hee ſaw it would not pzeuatle : but began to infreate 
Capo, and the Marriners to be good to him, and to pitty his 
eſtate , hee was but a pooze man that liued by his labour they 
langhing foſee the ®hepheard ſo affraid made as much haſt ag 
they could to ſet him abogzd. Porrus was no ſooner in the ſhip 
bat he ſaw Doraſtus walking with Fawn , pet he ſcarce knew 
her: fozthee had attyꝛed her ſelfe in rich apparell, which ſo in 
creaſed her beauty , thatſhe reſembled rather an Angell , than 
a creature. 

Doraſtus and Fawnia, were halte aſtoniſhed to ſee the old 
Shepheard ; maruelling greatly what wind had bꝛought him 
thither.fill Capnio told them all the whole diſcourſe : how Por» 
rus was going to make dis complaint to the King, il by pollicy 
be had not pꝛeuented bim ano therfoze now ih he was abo d, 
— ol lurther danger, it were beſt to carry him in · 
to ; 

Dora(tus,pzaiſed greatly his mans deuice. and allowed of his 

coumie ll: but Fawnia , ( who ſtili feared Porrus as her father) 
began to bluſh foz ſhame that by her meanes he ſhould either in- 
curre vanger 02 diſpleaſure. 
The old Shepheard hearing this hard ſentence: that he ſhould 
on ſuch a ſudoaine be carried from his wife , his Country and 
kinstolke, into a fozrafane Land among ſtrangers began with 
bitter teares to make his complaint and on his knecs to intreaf 
Doraſtus that pardoning his vnaduiſed lolly he would gtue him 
leane to goe home: wearing that he would keepe all things as 
bret as he could wiſh. But theſe pꝛoteſtations could not pze- 
mile, although Fawnia intreated Doraſtus very carneſtlp : but 
the Parriners hoiſted their maine ſafles, weighed anc hoꝛs ha- 
led into the deepe : where wee leaue them to the ſaccour of the 
wind and ſeas, and rcturne to Egiſtus.

bimſelfe, becauſe he ſa to that-of late he beoan to low3e : but his

The Ling willing to waken him out of his dumpe, ſent ons 
ol his men to goe ſeeke him, but in baine : lo at the laſt he re» 
turned, but find him he couldnot, ſo that the King went him 
ſeife to go ſee the ſpoꝛt: whers paſſing away the dap, returning 
at night from hunting, be asked foz his ſon, but he could not be 
beard ol, which dzane the king info a great choller : where» 
upon moſt of his Noblemen and other Courtiers poſted abꝛoad 
to ſy ke him, but they could not heare of him thzough all $1c1 La : 
onely thepmiſſed Capn:obis man, which againe made the K ing 
ſuſpect that he was not gone farre. 

T wo oz te dapes being paſſed,andno newes heard of Do- 
raſtus, Egiſtus he ing fearefull that de was deuoured with ſome 
wild beaſts, and with that made out a great Troupe ol men 
to goe eke him: who coaſted though all the Country and 
ſcarched in euery dangerous and lec i et place, vntill at laſt they 
met with a Fiſher-man, that was ſitting in a little couert.hard 
by the ſea ſide , mending bis nefs , when Doraſtus and Fawnia 
tooke ſhipping : who being examined if hee either knew oz 
heard where the Kings ſonne was , without any ſecreſie at all, 
reuealed the whole matter, how he was ſailed two dapes paſt, 
and had in his company his man Capmo, Porrns, and his faire 
daughter Fawnia. This heaup newes was pzeſently carried 
fo the King who halte dead fo; ſozrow , commanded Porrus 
wife to be ſent fo; : ſhee being come to the Palace, after due 
examination , confeſſed that her neighbours had oft told her, 
that the kings ſonne was too familiar with Fawnia her daugh⸗ 
ter: Mbereupon ber husband fearing the wozt , about two 
dapes paſt , ( hearing the king ould goe a hunting) roſeear- 
ly in the mo2ning , and went to make his complaint, but ſince 
the neither heard of him, nozſawhim. Egiſtus perceining the 
womans vnlaine d ſtmpltcity, let her depart without incurring 
further diſpleaſure , contetuing ſach ſecret oriefe ſoz his ſons 
wꝛetchle ſle folly , that bee had ſo fo;gotten his honour and Pa · 


rentage by lo bale a choice to diſhonour his father,and diſcre dit 
F 3 bimlelts 
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hi mlelle, that with very care and thought, he fell into a quar- 
taine ſener : which was ſo vnfit loz his aged perres and tom · 
plex ion, that hee became ſo weake , as the Phyſicians would 
gr ant him no life. 

Bat his ſonne Doraſtus little regarded either father Comm. 
trey 02 Kingdome, in ofhis Ladp Fawnia :foz Foztune 
ſmiling on this pong ent him ſo lucky a gale of wind, 
fs2 the ſpace of a dap and a night that the Mariners lay i flept 
vpon the hatches : but on the next mozning about the b;eake of 
the day, the ayze began to oucrcalt , the winds to riſe , the ſeag 
fo ſwcll : pea pꝛeſently there aroſe ſach a fearcfull tempeſt as 
the ſhip was in danger to be [wallowed vp in euerp ſea ; the 
maine maſt with the violence of the wind, was th:zowne ouer 
bo2d the ſatles were tozne, the tac kling rended a ſunder , the 
ſtoʒme raging ſtill ſofarioufip , that pooze Fawniz was almoſt 
deadfo2 feare.but that ſhe was greatly comfozted with the pꝛe 
ſence of Doraſtus. The tempeſt continued the dayes all which 
time the Marriners euerp minute loked foz death, and the atre 
was ſo darkened with clouds, that the maſter could not tell by 
the compaſſe in what coaft they were. But vpoa the fourth day 
abouf ten of the clocke , the winde began to ceaſe , the ſea to 
ware calme and the skte to be cleere, and the Marriners defcrt- 
ed the coaſt ol Bohemaa , ſhoting off their Oꝛdinance fo; top, 
that they had cſcaped ſuch a fearefull tempeſt. 

Doraſtus hearing that they were arrtued at ſome Harbour, 
ſweetly killed Fawnia, and bade her be of goodchxre. When 
they told him that the Poꝛt belonged to the chiefe Citty of Bo- 
hemia where Pandotto kept his Court. Doraſtus began to bee 
{ad knowing that his father hated no man ſo much as Land- 
to and that the King himſelfe had ſought ſecretly to betray 
Lgiſtus: this conſidered, he wis half: afcavd to goe on Land, 
but that Capn'o counſelled him to change his name and his 
Countrep, vnttii ſuch time as thep could act ſome other Bache 
to tranſpoꝛt them inta italy. Doraſtus likiag this deuice, made 
his caſe pꝛiuy to the Mart mers, rewarding them bormtifully 
{oz their paines, and charging them to ſap that he was a Gen- 
tleman of Irapolonia, called Meicagrus. Theſhipemen willing 
to ſhew what friendſhip they could to Doralius , pzomiſed to be

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as ſetret as the ou, o be might with : and vpon this , they 
landed in a {tlc vage a mile diſtant from the Tito: where 
after they had reſted a, thin ing to make pꝛouilion fo; the ir 
marriage t a mia's beautp was ſpzed thzoughout 
all the © ity do that it came to the eare of Lao: who then 
being al out the age offifty , had not withſtanding poung and 
freſh affect ions : lo that he deſired greatly to ſ fa nia :and fo 
bzing this matter the better to palle hearing they had but one 
man,and how they reffrd at a very homely houſe be cauſed them 
to be appꝛehended as @plcs , andſcnt twelue of his Guard to 
take them who being come to their lodging, told them the 
kings meſſage. Doraiius no whit diſmayed, accompantod with 
Fawnia and Capnic, went tothe Court ( fo; they left Porrus to 
ker pe the ſtuffe .) who be ing admitted to the k ings pꝛeſence, 
Dora(tus and Faivnia with humble obe iſance ſaluted his Ma⸗ 
ieſtp, 

Pandoſto amazed at the ſingular perfertion of Tawa, ſtood 
halfe aſtoniſhed vie wing her beauty, ſo that hee almoſt loꝛgot 
| himlelfe what he had to do: at laſt, with ſterne countenance he 
| demanded their names, and of what Country thep were, and 
what cauſed them to land in Bohemia ? tir ( guoth Doraſtus, ) 
know that mp name is Mcleagrus a Knight bozne and bzought 
vp in Trapolonia, and thts Gentle woman. whom 3 meane ts 
take to my wile , is an Italian bozne in Padua, from whence J 
haue now bzought her. The cauſe I haut ſo {mall a tratne with 
me, is, fo; that her friends vnwilling to conſent, J entende d le 
cretlp to conucp her into Trapolonia , whither 3 was lapling, 
and by viſtreſſe of weather, J was d;incn into theſe Coafts. 
Thus haue pou heard my name mp Country , and the cauſe of 
mp vopage. ando(to ſtarting from his Seat, as one in choller,

Pann; J commend thy beauty and wit and now jtty thr 
diftreſſe and want but if thou wilt fo:lake tr Melcagrus 
( whoſe po':erty , though a Knight is not able to maintatne an 
eſtate anſwerable to thy beauty) and plot conſent to Pan 
doſto, will both increaſe thee with digntt ies and t iches. No 
Sir antwered Fa wma, Meleagrus is a Knight thathath wonne 
me by loue and none but he ſhall weart me : this ſiniſter miſ 
chance ſhall not diminiſh mp affection , but rather increaſe my 
good will: thinke not though pour Grace hath amp3tlened him 
without cauſe that frare will make me pteld um conſent : q had 
rather be Melcagrus wife, and a begger, then liut in plenty. and 
be Pandolto's Concubine. 

Pandoſto, hearing the aſſured anſwer of Fawn:a, would not- 
withſtanding pꝛoſecute dis ſuite to the vttermoſt:ſceking with 
faire woꝛds and great pzomiſesto ſcale theifo;t of her chaſtity : 
ſwearing that if ſhee would grant to his defire , Meleagrus 
ſhould not onely be ſet at liberty, but honoured in the Court a 
mongſt dis Nobles. But theſe alluring baitrs could not intice 
ber mind from the loue of her new-betrothey mate Meleagrus, 
which Pandoſto ſwing , RT” - Pas toc

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moꝛe of the demand. Fawnia being alone by her ſelle began to 
fall into thele ſolitary meditations.

hate laine into miſery. But alas, 7 feare not mine oton danger 
but Doraſlus dilpltaſtire Ah ſwœrt D dus thou art a Pzince, 
but now a pꝛiſonet by fo much lone, ocuring thine own dolle 
haddeſt thou not loue d Fa, thott vxdſt ben ſoꝛtunate. Shall 
then heetalſe to him that hath to ien B ingdomes foz mb 
cauſe : o would my death might ecliucr him ſo imine honour 
might be ptlerued di th it tetehing a virpe ſigh, the craſed 
te om her complaints and went againe fo the Palace eniopning 
a liberty without content, andpꝛoſfered pleaſure with mall tap, 
But pooꝛe Doraſtus lay all this while in cloſe pʒiſon. he ing pin 
ched with a hard reſtraint and paines with the burthen of cold x 
beaup y2ons , ſozrowed ſometimes that his fond affenfon dad 
pꝛotured him this miſhappe, that by the diſobedience or is pg 
rent he had w2onght his owne veſpight another while curſing 
the gods and Foztime, that ther would croffe him ith ſinifter 
chance,vttering at laſt his paTions withth:fe words. 


A V vnfozfunate wiet-bbd2ne to mithay. mob fhyfo!ty bath 
his deſert : art thou ndt wo: h fo: thy viſe mind to haue 
bad foztune? Conld the deſtinſes ſandur tho, which h iff fozpot 
thine honour and dignity⸗ ulnot the gods pl.guc hin with 
delpight that paineth bis lather with diſobe dience? Oh gods if 
any fauour 0: iuſtice be left plague me hut four vor Fans, 
andth20wd her from tho tyzannies of w:etchco Pantone: but 
let mp deathfrie her from niſhap, and then welcome death. D 
rattus pained with theſe heat paſfions , ſoꝛtou cd and ſighed 
but in vaine; toꝛ which he bled more patience. 

But againe to Pancoſto, who bꝛoplinę in the heat of va 
ful! laſt, could take nd reſt, b1t ſttil felt his minde dilguteted

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with his new lone ſo that his Nobiesand Subſegts marnelied 
greatly at his ſodaine alteration , not being able to contenure 
the cavile of thts bis continued care.  Pancotio ttinking euery 
houre a pre ttil de had talked once agatne with Fawnia, ſent 
fd2 her ſecretly into his chamber: whither Fama though vn. 
willingly comming,” andotto entertam d ber very courtcouſly, 
bling theſe familiar lperches, which Fama anſweredas ſhoꝛt⸗

I fix Pandoito, where luſt ruleth it is a miſerable thing to 
be a virgin: but know this, that J will al wapes pzeferre tame 
befo2e lite, and rather choſe death then diſhonour, 

Pandoſto ſeeing that there was in Fawma a determinate 
courage to loue Mcleagrus , and a reſolution without fearc to 
hate him dla ing away from her in a rage, hee ſware that it in 
thozt time ſhe would not be won by reaſon, he would loꝛget all 
courtcſic,and compell her to grant by rigour. But thele th:eat- 


ning wozdsno whit diſmaped Fawrya ; but that ſhce ſtill both 
5 2 de ſpiaht d 
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deſptghted and deſpiſed Pandoſto.White thustheſe two L sners 
froue . the one to winne lone , the other toline in hate: Egi- 
{us heard certafne newes by Perchants of Bohemia, that 
his ſorne Dor aſtus was impꝛiſoned by Pandoſto : which made 
him feare greatly , that his ſonme ſhould be but hardly intrea⸗ 
ted: yet conſidering that Bellaria and he were cleered by the 
©O2acle of Apollo, from the crime wherewith Pandoſto hay 
vninſtly charged them: her thought beſt to (end with all ſpeede 
to Pandoſto, that he ſhould ſet free His forme Doraſtus, and 
put to death Faw nia, andherfather Porrus. Finding this, by 
the aduite of counſell, the ſpe dieſt remedy fo releaſe his ſonne, 
her cauſcd pꝛeſentip two of his ſhips to be rigged, and khozowly 
furniſhed with pꝛoniſion of men and vigtuals , and ſent diuers 
of his Nobles EmbaMNadours into Bohemia : who willing to 
ovev the ing, and recetue their poung ÞP3ince, made no de « 
laves fo; frare of danger, but with as much ſpeed as might be, 
ſavicd towards Bohemia the wind and (cas fauonred them 
greatly, which made them hope of ſome good hap : foz within 
thꝛæ dayes they were landed: which Pandoſto no ſooner heard 
of the ix arriuall , but hee in perſon went to mirt them, intrea- 
ting them with ſuch ſumptuous and famiifar courteſte that 
they might well perce tue how ſozrp he was fo2 the foxmer in⸗ 
tartcs he had offerey to their i ing and how willmoſftit might 
be to make amends. As Vando!(io made repoꝛt to them how 
one Meleagrus a micht of Ir polonia, was latelp at riued with 
a Lady calledFawvmiainhis Land comming very ſuſpitiouſlp: 
accompanied onely with one ſcruant , and an old Shephrcard: 
the Ambaſſadours percetucd by the halle, what the whole tale 
meant, and began to conicaure that was Doraſtus. who fo: 
fearc to be knowne, had changed his name. But diſſembling 
the matter .they ſho2tiy arrived at the Court where after th y 
13d beenc vcr o folemnly and lumptuonſip feaſted , the Foblc⸗ 
men of S ciha being gathered together, ther made repozt of their 
Ambaſſage: where they certified Pandotio , that Meleagrus 
was ſorme and heire to the N ing Egiſtus: and that his name 
was Doraſtus: and how contrary to the k ings mindhe had p2t- 
utly conueyed away that Fania , intending to marry her being 
but daughter to that yoozc Shepheard Porrus. Wihereupon the 
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Doraſiu and Fawnia. 


h ings requeſt was, that Capnio, Fawnia, and Porrus, 

be murthered and put to death , and that his forme Dora 
might be ſent home in ſafety. Pandoſto hauing attentiuely and 
with great maruell heard their Ambaſſace , willing to recom 
cle himſelfe to Egiſtus, and to ſhe w him how greatly he eftce« 
med his fauour , although loue and fancy fozbad him to hurt 
ham nia pet in deſpight of loue he determined to execute Egiſtus 
will without mercy, and therefoze hee pꝛeſentiy ſer t foz Dora- 
tus out of p2iſon : who maruelling at his vnlooked foz courte 
fre. found at his comming to the Kings pꝛeſence, that which hee 
leaſt doubted of, his fathers i mbaſſadours: who no ſooner ſlats 
him but with great reverence they honoured him, and Pando- 
to embzac ing Dora(tns.ſct hum by him veryloningly in a chatre 
of ſtate. Doraſtus aſhamed that his folly was bew2aped , ſate 
a long time as one in a maze, till Pandoſto told him the ſumme 
of his fathers Ambaſſage : which he had no ſooner heard, buf he 
was touched to the quicke, fo; the cruell ſentence that was pꝛo⸗ 
nounced againft Faivnia but neither could his ſozrow no per* 
ſwaſtons pꝛeuatle: foy Pandofto commanded, that Fawn: a, Por- 
715, and Capniv , ſhoult be bzought to his pꝛeſence: wi o wers 
no fooncr come, but Pandoſto hating his fo:mer lone turned 
into >iſ2ainefull hate, began to rage againſt Fawnia in theſe 
termes. 


Mon dildainck all viſſall thou curriſh kite, aſſigned by tha 
Deſtinics to baſe foztune, and yet with an aſpiring minde 
nazing alter honour : how durſt thou pꝛeſume being a begger, 
to match with a Pzince « by thy alluring lookes to inchaumt 
the lonne of a Ling , to leaue his owne Country, to fulfill thy 
d lozdinate luſts: © deſpightfull minde : A pꝛoud heart in a 
beacer, is not vnlike a great fire ina ſmall cottage, which war 
meth not the houſe but burneth it: aſſure thy ſelle thou ſhalt 
doc: and thou old dating foole , what follp hithbcene ſuch . as 
to ſuſter thy daughter to reach aboue thy foztune : looke fo2 no 
other meede, but the like puniſhment. But Capni'o , thou 
which haſt betraped the King, and hiſt conſented to the vnlaty- 
full luſt ol thy Lozd and after, 3 know not how tuſtly J map 
plague thee : death is to caſie a puniſhment fo; thy falſhood, 
© 3 and 
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and to line, (it not in extrcame miſcry ) were not to ſhew thee 
equity. J therctoze award, that thou ſt alt harc thine eyes put 
out , and continually tili thou dycſt. grind in a mill like a bʒulc 
beaſt. The feare of death bꝛought a ſozrewtull ſilence vpon 
Favnia, and Capnio : but Porrus ſæ ing no hape of life , burſt

Pines. and pe noble Ambaſſadours of Sicilia (xing with- 
out cauſe 1 am condemned to die. am yet glad 1 hauc op» 
poztunity to disburden my conſcience befoze my veath , J will 
tell you as much as x know and yct no moꝛe tien is true wher- 
as J am accuſed that { haute ban a ſuppoꝛter of tawnia's p3ide 
an d ſhe diſdained as a vile beggar ; ſo it is that z am neither 
father vnto her, noz ſhe daughter vnto me. 

Foz it ſo hapned , that à being a phie Shepheard in Sig, 
luing by keeping other mens lock s, one of my ſhop ſt rar ing 
dolune fo the ſeadide , as 5 went to fa heher, 4 iw aliftle 
boat dꝛiuen vpon the ſhoze , wherin found a babe offi; c dayes 
old, wꝛapped in a mantis ol ſcatict hauing about the necke 
this chame : 7 pitving the child, and deſirous of the treaſure, 
carryed it home , to mo wife , who with creat care nurſed it 
vp, and ſet it to ke pe ſhmpe. Vere is the chame and ces. 
and this Fawnia is the child vl om I found in the bort; what 
the is, oꝛ ol what Parentage 7 know not: but this J am aſcu⸗ 
red, that ſhe is none of mine. 

Pando!to would ſcarte ſuffer him to tell out his ale but 
that he required the time ol the yeere , the manner of the boat, 
and other circumſtances : which when he fo:md agree ing to his 
count, ſodaincly be lept from his ſcat, and hiſitd Cann, wet⸗ 
ting her tender cheks with his teares and crying , My daugh⸗ 
ter Fan nia, ah my ſweet Fama, 7 am thy father Fama: this 
ſudden paſſion of the U ing dꝛauc them all into a maze, clpectal- 
ly Fawnia and Doraſtus. But when the U ing had bzcathed him 
ſelle a while in this new ioy, he rehearſed befoze the Ambaſſa· 
dours the whole matter, and how hee had entrrated his wife 
Bellaria foz Jealouſte, and that this was the child whom he ſent 
to float in the ſeas. 


Fawnia was not moze fopfull that ſhe had found ſuch a 2 
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chen Doraſtus was glad he ould get ſuch a wife. The Ambal* 
ſadoꝛs refopced that the it young P ʒince had made ſuch a choice: 
That thoſe k ingdomes which thzough cnmity had long time 
bene dilleuered, ſhould now th:ough perpetuall amity be vnf- 
ted and reconciled. The Citizens and lubtets of Bohemia 
( hearing that the Bing had tound againe his daughter which 
was ſuppoſcd dead , toytull that there was an hetre apparant to 
the U ingdome made Bone; ſires and the wes th2oughout all the 
City. The Courtiers and Knights appointed Juſts and Tur: 
neis to lignific their willing mindes in gratifying the Kings 
hap. 

Cightaone dapes being paſt in theſe Pincely ſpozts, Pando- 
o willingto recompence old Porrus,of a @hcphcard, made hüm 
a Knight : which done pꝛouiding a ſufficient Pauy to reteiue 
him and his retinue , accompamed with Doraſtu and Fawnia, 
and the Sean Ambaſſadours, he ſailed towards Sicilla, where 
he was molk pzincely entertained by ta uns: who hearing this 
Comicall cuent , retopced greatly at his ſonnes good hap , and 
without delay (fo the per pctuall top ofthe two young Loners) 
celebꝛated the marriage. l hich was no ſoner ended, but Pan- 
gelte calling to mind how he firſt betrayed his friend Egiſtus, 
how his icalouſie was the cauſe of Bellaria's death, that contra» 
ry fo the law of nature be had luſted alter his owne daughter) 
moucd with theſe deſperate thoughts hee fell in a melancholly 
tt and to cloſe vp the Comedy witha Tragtcall ſtratagem, he 

cw himſcite: whole death being many dates bewapled of Faw- 
nia , Dorattns , and his deare friend Egiſins , Doraſtus taking 
leu of his father , went with his wife and the dead cozps 
into Bohemia: where after if was ſlumptuoullp 
intoinbed, Noraitus euded his 
dapes incontented 
quiet. 
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
